Slipper, Las Vegas, Nevada, 
formerly of Fort Worth, Texas, allegedly knew 
OSWALD'S brothers. N. M. "EUCKY” NEVILS, Maitre'd, Silver 
Slipper, formerly of Dallas, Texas area, and from 1350 to 
1957, operated Cipango Club, Dallas, Texas, does not 
personally know JACK RUBY and could furnish no information 
regarding RUBY. He does not know subject, but recalls 
hearing of two OSWALD brothers, both about forty years old. 
These brothers arrested by local police, either Dallas ' or 
Fort Worth, Texas, for minor infraction of law. NEYILS 
could burnish no information that these brothers related 
to subject. Las Vegas newspaper employee has no further 
information regarding unknown individual who contacted him 
on 11/27/63, claiming to be a friend of subject.
